Commencement Speakers 


Judy Johnston, Sheila Collins, Richard Venti, Charles Clausen. 
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September 15, 1952, was a momentous day for 
RUHS. On this lovely autumn day the original 1622 
students who composed the graduating class of 
June, 1955, entered the then crowded halls of Rich- 
mond High. Classes were enlarged, study halls 
bulged, and teachers found it increasingly harder 
to keep their huge classes under control. Yes, the 
scared, knock-kneed Sophomores that |5th day of 
September had no dreams of the night, one day 
less than 33 months later, when they would be leav- 
ing the school that they would come to know so well. 


Their first 1-10 accomplishment was the election 
of their class officers, Buzz Griffin, president; Judy 
Hildebrand, vice president, and Key Kerr, secre- 
tary-treasurer. 


The football roster showed the names of 23 
Sophomores. The yell leading squad made room for 
their three new Soph yell leaders, and Sonja Gos- 
ney represented the class as a majorette. 


All too soon the 2-10 year. Class officers this 
term were Buzz Griffin, who was re-elected class 
president; Bob Penland, who assisted him as vice- 
president, and Sharon Tate, who acted as class sec- 
retary-treasurer. Five 2-10's were featured on the 
"B" baseball squad which that year won the ACAL. 
J. V. basketballers had four 2-10 members. Twelve 
2-10's, including one Varsity member and eleven 
J. V.'s, made the baseball teams that year. 


This was the year that the CSF roster showed the 
names of thirty-nine 2-10s. The yell leading squad, 
too, showed the influence of the class with four 
yell leaders, three of whom later became head yell 


leaders of RUHS. 


But the high Sophs also had an active social acti- 
vity. ‘Out of This World" was their ''great'’ Soph 
Hop. Ticket sales showed it to be the most profit- 
able Sophomore dance in the history of the school. 


September, 1954 — the Class of June, '55, was 
now the Junior Class. And what a year that was! 
Members of the class elected Johnny Hunter, presi- 
dent; Bob Nunes, veep, and Sharon Tate was re- 
elected secretary-treasurer. 


The 19 Junior Class members of the Oiler grid- 
ders helped Richmond tie for second place in the 
ACAL in 1954. The JV football roster showed the 


names of I7 Juniors. 


Marilyn Watson, head yell leader, was the first 
and only representative of the class on the Board 
of Commissioners that term. Three Juniors were in- 
cluded on the Student Council. Fifty-seven Juniors 
made CSF in their I-I1 year. The Rally Committee 


voted seven low Juniors. Of the eight members of 
the yell leading squad, six were |-I1's. That was a 
great year, followed, however, by a greater one. 


High Juniors — just one year was left. RUHS 
really began to know who the 2-II's were that 
term. Rich DeFabio represented the class on the 
Board of Commissioners as Commissioner of Boys’ 
Athletics. Three Juniors were on the Student Coun- 
cil. Four 2-1 1's were elected to Boys' State and Sally 
Sutton was elected Girls' League secretary-treasurer. 


The ACAL winning Oiler Varsity basketball team 
featured two high Juniors. The Junior class, with 
six men on the ACAL winning J. V. basketball team, 
was also well represented. Six 2-II's were on the 
"B" basketball team, which also took top ACAL 


awards. 


Finally — the all-awaited SENIOR year arrived. 
The |-12's supplied six members of the Board of 
Commissioners. Rich DeFabio was S. A. President, 
LeRoy Johnson was Commissioner of Boys’ Ath- 
letics, Janet Swinney was Head Yell Leader, Babs 
Busselman was Commissioner of Social Affairs, Shar- 
on Tate was Commissioner of Law and Order, and 
Deanna Rodrigues was Commissioner of Girls’ Ath- 
letics. 


The Journalism Department employed 16 class 
members, 13 on the Hi-Nus Staff and three on the 
Shield Staff. 


"Stage Door", with thirty 1-12's, featured an all 
Senior cast. Thespian membership was bestowed 
upon LaQueta Downs and Pebble Swanson. The 
class was also honored by its elected Girls' League 
officers. Sally Sutton was elected Girls' League 
president, and Liz Carlston, secretary. 


The class activity that year centered around ''the 
cow that ate the blue grass'’, as one of the jovial 
faculty members said. ‘Mood Indigo" was the 
tremendous |-12 dance. Mobiles filled the Boys’ 
Gym, and a special-made design graced every bid. 
Forty-one |-12's made CSF, which elected Pam 
Spear its veep, while Norman Harok was elected 
social chairman. The D. A. R. award was presented 
to Barbara Busselman, whose classmates voted her 
most worthy of it. Nineteen low seniors made var- 
sity football, as RUHS started its afternoon foot- 
ball schedules. 


Now, they are high seniors, the pride of the 
school. The whole 2-12 year and its many activities, 
rather than being set in print, are illustrated 
throughout the following pages. These pages cele- 
brate the accomplishments of the Seniors. May 
you, the readers, enjoy them to the fullest.
